ing facilities by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Association. 
W A L had originally scheduled 
the cessation of service for the 
Village May 3 with a resumption 
of flights sometime in October.

In the meantime a request by the 
aircraft carrier seeking an inspec­ 
tion of lighting facilities at the 
airport resulted in their condem­ 
nation by C A A as failing to meet 
accepted regulations. 


TH E E N T IR E INCIDENT, ac­ 
cording to H. K. Friedland, divi­ 
sion engineer, was precipitated 
when a Western Air Lines ship 
almost collided with an automo­ 
bile on the airport’s runways. 
The inspection followed. 
Friedland said the near acci­ 
dent was reported to him by AI 
Gammon, A ir Carrier division in­ 
spector for CAA. Gammon, in his 
report, declared that the local 
beacon was not always lighted 
nor the light on top of the con­ 
trol tower turned on during the 
airport’s published hours of op­ 
eration. 
The inspector also re­ 
ported that the runway lights 
were not of sufficient candlepow- 
er.

With less than three days to go, 
the total for the month will not 
exceed the figure of $13,000 re­ 
ported as of yesterday by any 
large amount. 
That 
figure 
compares 
with 
more than one-half million in 
building 
permits issued during 
April, 1947, and more than $400,­ 
000 for the same month in 1946. 


THE B U IL D IN G decrease here 
is in sharp contrast to the over­ 
all picture for all southern C ali­ 
fornia which showed more than 
a 50 per cent increase and 73 per 
cent in Los Angeles county. 
Realtors and persons associated 
with the building industry say 
that the lower amounts in build­ 
ing permits this month follows 
a trend for the same month in 
the years before the war. 
Swart pointed to records which 
substantiated this opinion, declar­ 
ing that building permits always 
slowed down during the month 
of April.

Again as City Collects Share 


O f Motor Vehicle Tax Fees 


Payments This Year $7460, Almost Twice 


Allocation Made Before Special Count 


Taken in Village; New Law Boosts Total 


Palm Springs special census, taken three years ago, again 
paid for itself this week when State Controller Thomas H. 
Kuchel announced funds allotted cities and counties from the 
state motor vehicle license fee fund (in lieu tax) for the 
period between July 1, 1947, and March 31, 1948. 


Based on the special census 
totals, the Village w ill receive 
$7,460.37 from the state. Under 
the old basis, the 1940 census, the 
apportionment would have been 
slightly 
more 
than 
half 
that 
amount. 


ST A T E L IC E N S E fee appor­ 
tionments are based on population 
with the payments fixed at $1.03 
per capita. The 1940 census gave 
Palm Springs a total of sligthly 
more than 3,000. the special cen­ 
sus brought the figures up to 
7,213. 
Riverside county, on a basis of 
105,524 population, the 1940 fig­ 
ure, 
received 
$106,546. 
County 
payments are made at the rate 
of $1.01 per capita. 


T H E E N T IR E FUN D totalling 
$13,948,638 
was 
split 
between 
cities and counties, each receiv­ 
ing half. 
On the basis of population, the 
Village’s 
share 
was 
increased 
sharply over allocations prior to 
the 
special 
c e n s u s . 
But the 
amount was further increased by 
a change in the law. Up to last 
year, cities received 40 per cent 
of “ in lieu” collections and coun­ 
ties, 40 per cent. The remaining 
20 per cent went into the state’s 
general fund. Under the new law 
adopted 
last 
year, 
the 
entire 
amount of fees collected is split 
50-50 between cities and coun­ 
ties by Kuchel’s department.

"! Rise to Remark" 
By Congressman John Phillips 


There are lots of things this 
weekly letter would like to talk 
about: the vote on the oleo bill, 
wrongfully spoken of as a tax 
m atter: the tidelands bill, just out 
of committee and on the floor: 
the bills on various farm policies; 
appropriations: 
a 
hurried 
trip 
across the line to Norristown, to 
speak to a group of precinct 
workers and impress them with 
the seriousness of the present 
situation: the impasse in the at­ 
tempted solution of the Colorado 
River controversy: I could think 
of a dozen others. Instead. I shall 
give another 
week’s 
letter to 
ECA. for reasons which I hope 
will be evident. 
Several of us were disturbed 
by the vote on ERP. It was not 
so much the preponderance of 
ayes, in a Congress which is sup­ 
posed to have a two-party sys­ 
tem. with one party asking the 
other party to justifv its pro­ 
grams and its expenditures: 
it 
was more the evidence that in­ 
formation given the Congress, and 
the people, was inadequate, or in­ 
accurate. 
Consequently, a member from 
New York and I set up. here in 
the building, a little “bureau" of 
our own. staffed with temporary 
people, to check into the m ater­ 
ial from which the supporting evi­ 
dence was supposed to come. If 
somebody quotes a report, these 
men and women are told to go 
back and see if that is exactly 
what it did say. and in what con­ 
nection. You get the idea. Our 
desire at first was to get the facts 
straight, for ourselves. 
As the 
days have gone by. more mem­ 
bers of the Congress are turning 
to this source for material they 
are using on the floor. 
It was this source which check­ 
ed the first executive order and 
found it lifted the restrictions on 
making contracts for supplies for 
more than one year. Small, but 
interesting when compared with 
the committee’s statements that 
the Congress was committed for 
one year only. It discovered the 
intent to give away 3 billions of 
the gold at Ft Knox. 
We knew that we were expect­ 
ed to supply farm equipment, as 
part of the ECA program. It was 
this little office which uncovered 
the fact that the United States is 
expected to provide farm supplies 
to the extent of $122.000.000. of 
which $63.000,000 worth are to go 
to France, while at the same time,

The King 
Snake, like the Gopher Snake 
and the Boa. is classified as a 
Constricter; that is, it kills its 
prey by wrapping around .and 
suffocating 
it. 
Ordinarily 
the 
King Snake feeds upon mice and 
lizards and smaller snakes. If it 
should be hungry and should 
happen to come upon a small 
Rattler, the King Snake will not 
hesitate to attack, crush, and de­ 
vour it, but he does not make a 
habit of seeking out Rattlers. It 
is thought that the rather thick 
layer of fat encompassing the 
King Snake’s body protects it 
from the venom of the Rattler. 
Among the lizards added to the 
live collection was a very beau­ 
tiful but not uncommon lizard 
found in the local canyons in 
moist places. This is the Blue­

Skink, 
whose 
body 
is 
a bronze-like color with a metal-

lion dollars worth of farm equip­ 
ment. Let’s get together on this! 
They also discovered the fol­ 
lowing quotation, which I have 
been telling you all along, that 
the "original lists of needs (under 
the Marshall plan) were 'educa­ 
ted guesses’ and that they will be 
changed perhaps radically, where 
there are some real facts to go 
on.” That’s not surprising, nobody 
could look far in the future, but 
if so, why this long time financ­ 
ing? Why not allow for changes, 
including improved food condi­ 
tions in Europe? 
Another: Some of the figures, 
on which we were supposedly 
making our decision, we have 
now discovered were not releas­ 
ed by the United Nations Com­ 
mittee until March 31st. the day 
before we voted, and other fig­ 
ures. also supposedly in hand, 
will not be available until June 
1st. 
One nation. Britain, is keeping 
itself in the black, this fiscal 
year, by the prices charged, and 
the taxes imposed, on the tobac­ 
co supplied that country under 
ECA. 
None of these are vital in them­ 
selves; it’s simply that they don’t 
add up to confidence in such a 
program, on a long-term basis. I 
rise to remark that the Italian 
elections were encouraging and I 
hope that ECA may have had 
some influence there, even though 
it was indirect and less than our 
people generally believe. Any lit­ 
tle encouragement
